BEAmmi  STATES  AGEi^TCIES  WILL  UOBi:  TOGETHER

Secretary  of  Agriculture  Charles  F.  Brannan  states 
that  newly  organized  liaison  among  throe  government 
agencies  will  give  2,300  local  soil  conservation  dis- 
tricts greater  effectiveness. 


Brannan 's  explanation  of  the  new  directive  to  the 
Federal  Soil  Conservation,  the  Forestry  Service  and 
the  Production  and  Marketing  Administration  was  di- 
rected to  nearly  2,000  delegates  of  the  national  Asso- 
ciation of  Soil  Conservation  Districts  convention. 
Leaders  of  the  association  already  had  endorsed  the 
plan,  vhiich  Brannan  had  announced.

BBOOM  COBIT 
IS  KEiiJDED 

H.  H.  Tocpkiiis , broor^ 
manufacturer  of  Cisco, 
!5,pxas  asked-  the  cdop  ora- 
tion of  the  Cisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce  in  interest- 
ing area  farmers  to  de- 
vote part  of.  their  land 
to  the  growing  -of  broom 
corn. 

Describing  broom 
corn  as  an  attractive 
money  crop,  Kr.  Tomp- 
kins told  the  directo- 
rate that  he  has  enough 
seed  to  plant  some  5^0 
acres  in  that  area  and 
that  he  v;ill  guarantee 
a market  for  the  jJ^od-. 
uct.  He  added  that  the 
broom  corn  does  well  on 
aiiy  land  that  will  grow 
grain  crops — particularr 
ly  the  tighter  land. 

Last  year’s  over-all 
broom  crop  was  the 
shortest  in  5^  5' ears, 
hr,  Tompkins  said.  He 
said  there  v;ould  be  no 
carry-over  from  the 
1950  crop  and  that, the 
broom  corn  now  is  bring- 
ing $600  per  ton. 

He  estimated  that  an 
average  crop  is  40,000 
tons,  pointing  out  that 
last  year’s  crop  was 
only  27,000  tons.  He 
said  the  industry  needs 
80,000  tons  in  ly^l 
he  believed  the  price 
would  be  at  least  $900 
per  ton.
